The Coroner Investigating the 
Death of a Colored Boy.

The Body Identified as That of Joshua 
Bowser. 


He is Suppesed to Have Been Foully 
Murdered. 


— — —— — 


Deputy Coroner Frank O' Neil held an in- 
quest this morning on the body of a colored 
boy who was found drowned in the river yes- 
terday afternoon. The evidence 
seems to show that the boy 
had been foully dealt with, though the testi- 
mony is by no means conclusive. The first 
witness, Wm. Hask, testitied to the finding of 
the body in the river among a lot of drift 
wood. The second witness, 

ELLEN BOWSER, 
am a married woman, and 
mv husband's name is Samuel Bowser. We 
live on the east side of Main, between How- 


ard and Mullanphy streets. I am positive 
that the body over which I have just been 
sworn is that of my son Joshua Bowser. I 
identify him both by his general appearance 
and his clothing. He was nearly nine years 
old and was born in Natchez, iss. 
I saw my son last alive at 6 o’clock last Mon- 
day evening. We were at home and he ate a 
watermelon with me. I told bim to take the 
rinds and pitch them out in the road. He 
carried them over to near the Gas-works and 
threw them down, as I found them there at- 
ter ward. I did not see him again 
after be took the rinds away from 
the house. | wanted bim to fetch some water 
Soon afterwards and I called him, but could 
get no answer. His father went out to search 
but could not find him. He asked the little 
boys that Josh associated with whether Josh 
the river with them, but 
they said be went with them as far 
as the railroad track of the North Missouri 
Road, when he turned and went back towards 
home. He had to pass the Gas-works in 

oing tothe rajlroad track and in coming 

ack. The boys in the neighborhood frequent- 
ly go down to the dump at the foot of Mul- 
lanphy street, to get apples, ete. I never 
knew Joshua to go to the river 
without me or his father. After hunting for 
bim for a long time, without sucess, myself, 
motber, my brother Bill and my father - in- 
law were sitting on the steps wondering what 
bad become of him, when we suddenly heard 
bim hollering ‘*O—o—oh, ma! oh, na!?“ He 
bollered three times, as though he were 
in pain. The last time he holiered, the 
sound wasas though he were smothering. 
The noise came from the direction of the gas- 
house, and we all jumped up and ran down 
there. The gates were locked, and we could 
not get in. y husband reported the matter 
to the police, and next morning one 
of the officers told me that a gentleman in the 
neighborhood had reported the facts about 
the child hollering to both bimself and part- 
ner. One of the officers is named Collins. [ 
never knew of my boy having had any trouble 
with any one in the gas-house. I learned that a 
man named Dummy heard a child in the gas- 
house on Monday evening, hollering: Please 
let me go! I want to go to my mamma! 

- GEORGE LELAND, COLORED. 
Witness said he married the grandmother 
of Joshua Bowser, and knew the child 
all his life. He identiſied 
the body as that of Joshua Bowser. 
saw him last alive just before 6 o’clock 

Monday evening, when we ate a watermelon 
at the house, and he started off to take away 
the rinds. He did not come back, and we 


started to search for him. I saw the 
boys he sometimes went with, 
and they suid that after he 


carried out the watermelon rinds, he start- 
ed with them towards the dump, but before 
reaching the railroad be turned back. About 
9 o’clock that night, after we had tired of 
bunting for him, we, were sitting on 
the porch at our door, when we 
heard a chid crying, ‘Oh! Mamma! 
Mamma’ Two of the cries were 
loud, and seemed as though the child were 
terribly frightened. A third cry was flat. and 
more like the crv of a cat, seeming as though 
the child was being strangled. The sounds 
came very plainly from the gas-house and as 
we recognized Joshua’s voice, we ail 
jumped up, and ran towards the gas-house. 
We could not get in, and could 
bear no more noise in there, although we 
could see people in there. I told the child’s 
father to go and get a policeman and we would 
try and get in the gas- house. We went back 
to the house and when we got there we found 
the boy’s father sitting there, he having 
failed to find a policeman. About 


a quarter past five o’clock in the afternoon of 
that same day I was engaged in tixing a lock 
on one of the doors of my house. and had the 
door closed. Suddenly I heard some chil- 
dren running by, and then I heard a man’s 
voice saying, G- d dn them, they jumped 
on my cbild and took his bread?’ : 

1 jumped up and ran to the window to look 
out. Isaw Joshua coming around in the 
yard, and a man whom I recognized as being 
an employe at the gas-works was just turning 
away from him. ‘he man jumped over the 
gas-works fence. Onthe way I heard him 
say There were two or three of them, and 
I don’t know which of them did it, but G—d 
dn them, I'll get them yet.’ Iasked 
Josh what be took the child’s bread for, and 
be answered tbat he did not do it; 
that Jake did it. Harriet Howard, who 
hvesin the house adjoining ours, told me she 
beard Joshua holler, Oh Lord, it wasn’t 
me!“ and as the boy seemed to be just out- 
side her window, she put her head out and 
saw the gas-works man with his arm drawn 


back as if to strike Joshua, 
who was being pushed against 
the house. The man saw her and 


went away, saying he would get the boys who 
had robbed his son.“ 

The inquest will be continued. 

At 2:30 o’clock the Coroner reopened the 
investigation, having adjourned at 12 m.

THE PRINCE OF FORGERS. 
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Charles O. Brockway in the Clutches 
of the Law. 
| From the New York World, 17th. | 

(Carles O. Brockway, the notorious forg- 
er, with an accomplice calling himself Joseph 
Cook, but who is believed to be Billy Og e, 
was arrested in Providence, E. I., yesterday 
morning, by Detecuve E. 8. Gaylor, of Pink- 
erton’s Agency, assisted by Providence offi- 
cers. Broekway amd accomplices were seen 
at work Saturday by Detective Gaylor, who 
bad been watching for them, and a job was 
put up onthem. Yesterday morning Cook 
went into the Fourth National Bank and pre- 
sented a forged check for $1,527. Detective 
Parker, of Frovidence, was there watching 
for bim and at the same time stepped up and 
presented another check, The money was 
paid Cook and be was putting it in his pocket 
when Parker arrested him. Word was at 
once sent to Detective Gaylor, Who was in 
readiness near by, and he started for the 
bapbk expecting to find Brockaway waiting 
outside. Hissuspicions were correct, and he 
arrested Brockway without difficulty. A 
third member of the Brockway gang, not 
being aware of the arrest of his confederates, 
presented a forged check at the Old National 
Bank and was arrested after a sharp pursuit 
aud pistol firing. His name has not yet been 
disclosed. 

The arrest of Brockway and the supposed 
accumulation of sufficient evidence for the 
first time to convict him have been accom- 
plished through tbe instrumentality of 
VPinkerton’s Detective Agency of this city. It 
appears that in the latter part of July Me- W. 
W. Johnson, a prominent lawyer of Trenton, 
wrote to Mr. Bobert Pinkerton that a client of 
bis, Charles Ulrich, the once famous engraver 
and counterfeiter, was being bothered by the 
approaches of numerous forgers to do werk 
fe tbem. Ulrich was about the only engrav- 
er in the country who had suecessfully coun- 
terfeited United States, notes, and white at 
workupon them, in conjunction with Harry 
Cole, haa been arrested. Ulrich turned 
States evidence against Cole and was re- 
leased. Sirce Cole’s conviction Ulrich has 
told his friends that he was desirous of lead- 
ing astraight life, but that he was continually 
annoyed by persons who wishedhim todo 
‘serooked’’ work fora handsome compensa— 
tion. Amongthe most persistent ofthe ap- 
}iicants was Charies O. Brockway, who was 
anxiousto get Ulrich to counterfeit some 
«becks on the leading banks in several cities. 
Brockway offered to remunerate Ulrich 
handsomely for his labor and in addition pay 
% per cent on all raised checks passed through 
his assistance. Mr. Johnson, the lawyer. in- 
formed Pinkerton’s agency tnat his cleat did 
not wish to be mixed up any more in suen 
work and that if Brockway wus wanted (I- 
rich was readv to assist in his capture. 

frochWav has been responsible for every 
forzery of conrequerce that hes taken place in 
the United States for the past two vears. Mr. 
Pinherton says that his equal in bis particular 
Ute of crime does not exist in the world. 
There bever Was but one check put forth by 
uim that was stopped. That was a recent 
forgery onthe Fourth Nationa! Bank of this 
city, in which the signature and olank of Fisk 
& Hatch were imitated. This firm hada a pri- 
vate mark onits blanks which the forgers 
overlocked, and its absence caused the cash- 
ier to hesitate. The layer down’’ at once 
took aim and fled. Had he stood his ground 
he would bave received the money. The 
inkertors are both astonished and delighted 
that besbould have so far forgotten himself 
ds he did in the present instanve. Breckway 
is a handsome fellow, about 5s or 40 vears of 
ave, aboutd fects inches tall, well built, with 
Mack hair and full black beard and pieteing 
biack eves. He has nosmall vices. He at 
one time kept a faro bank in partnership with 
Dan Noble, who recently got twenty vears in 
England for forgery. He subsequently 
branched out as a counterfeiter, and served 
two terms in State prison for that offense. 
His last incarceration was in Auburn, where 
he remained five years. During his 
term it was noticed that hetook every oppor- 
tunity to practice with pen, ink and paper. 
He was released a little over two years ago 
and immediately set out ow a career of whole- 
sale forgery through the West and South. In 
June, 1379, he and *‘Bill’’ Ogle, one of his 
pals arrested vesterday, were locked up om a 
cbawge of forgery on the First National Bank 
of Chicago and a complete set of instruments 
were found in his room. He made a confes- 
sion, in which he charged that Samuel Pelker, 
an ex- Government detective, had induced 
nim to go to Chicago, promising him the pro- 
tection ofthe police, and had selected the 
banks for bim to work on. This statement 
was corroborated by a subsequent confession 
by Ogle, and seemingiy so by the stories of 
disinterested parties, and so convinced were 
the authorities of its truth that they had Fel- 
ker indicted, and Brockway was admitted te 
bail in 10,000 as a witness against him. The 
case bas never been called to trial on account 
oftbe lack of sufficient corroborative evi- 
clence. the main witnesses being both men of 
bad character. 

After his release Brockway came to this 
city and successfully perpetrated the foliow- 
ing forgeries: Chemical National Bank, 
$15,000: Second National Bank, 2,700; Bank 
ofthe Republic, $14,000; Chatham National 
Bank, 5 1,700: Corn Exchange Bank, oo: 
Phenix National Bank, $7,500. There were 
undoubtedly etber cases in which the banks 
pocketed the loss and said nothing about it. 
Che Chemical National did this, and the de- 
tectives lemued of that foryery only by acci- 
dent. The attempt on the Fourch Na‘ional 
has oe mentioned. For the Phenix 
bank forgery Brockway, James Williams, 
alias **Big Kentuck,’’ Bill Oxle, Andy Gilten 
or Gilligan, and Charles Fera, the “Big 
Dube,“ were all arrested by the Pinkertons 
Williams turned State’s evidence, and Ogle, 


who Wis the first tried, was con- 
victed and sentenced to tive pear P 
in State prison. lie obtainec a 


stay of proceedings from Judge Donohue,and 
Was admitted to bail in $5,000, pending the 
appeal of his case tothe general term. Wil- 
liams is stil in the Hlouse of Detention. 
Gilligan remains an inmate of the Tombs, 
awaiting trial. Feraand Brockway were dis- 
charged onthe old ground—bad cnaracter of 
the witnesses and lack of corroborative 
evidence. Brockway wus re-arrested in court 
bv Detective Pinkerton on a requisition from 
the Governor of Illinois, at the instance of 
his bondsmen in the VDelker case, and was 
sent to Chicago, but he succeeded soon after- 
ward in restoring their contidence in him, 
and, having renewed his bail, was released. 
Hereturned to this city and proceeded at 
once to Baltimore, where he perpetrated 
forgeries on the Merchants’ National and 
Third National Banks to the extent of $10,- 
144. Two of his tools, George Bell and Chas. 
Farrw, were arrested about a fortnight ago 
in this city, and are now in Baltimore await- 
ing trial.

The death of Stratford Canning, Viscount 
Stratford de Redcliffe, which was yesterda 
announced by cable, removes a notable land- 
mark of European history. Chiefly renowned 


brase, the dean, or oldest member of his 
— in Great Britain probably also in the 
world. He was the oldest, member of the 


British titled nobility, the oldest British au- 


thor, the oldest Privy Councilor and the oid- 
ent Knight of the Garter. Born sixteen days 
earlier than Lord Byroa, he has left but one 
prominent Englishman of greater 
age, if, indeed, Sir Moses Montiflore, the 
Hebrew who was born in 
1784, can called an Englishman. On 
the continent but one celebrity remains of 

reater age—the eminent French chemist, 

jchael Cheveru!, who carries gayly his 
weight of ninety-four years. The oldest 
British author is new Gen. Sir Edward Sa- 
bine, born in October, 1788, who is closely 
followed in point of age by the Shakspear- 
eah commentator John Payne Collier, bora tn 
January, 1789. We do not reell any other 
emicent man of either continent who was 
born in the“ eigbties“ of the last century ex- 
cept Lieutenant-General Laurent Brial- 
mount, of Beigium. The possession of a title 
of knighthood seems eminently conducive to 
longevity, for we findin point of age at the 
head of the British army and navy lists the 
names of Admiral Sir George Rose Sartorius 
and Field Marshal Sir Charles Yorke, both 
born in 179. In the charmed list of the right 
honorable members of the Privy Council and 
the most noble roll of the Knights of the Gar- 
ter we find no person at all rivalling in age 
the deceased viscount. On tbe roll of the 
British nobility bis probable successor in age 
is the Earl of Buckinghamshbire—father of 
Hobart Pasba—who was born November 1, 


1703.

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BILLMIRE’S STORY. 


A Church Sexton Who Claims to Have 
Been Kidpnaped. 
Baltimore Cor. New York Sun.! 

W. IH. O. Billmire, the sexton of Mount 
Vernon M. E. Church, who disappeared last 
October with several thousand dollars which 
he had collected from the pew-renters, ar- 
rived home to-day, to the great surprise of 
his friends and the authorities, who had been 
anxiously looking for him as a defaulter and 
absconder. Billmire had been sexton ofthe 
church for many years, was a communicant, 
and was looked upon as a consistent Christian 
up to the time of his disappearance. To-day 
he related his experience toa member of the 
church and to the civil authorities, which, if 
true, entiues him to public sympathy. His 
narrative, however, bas several glaring incon- 
sistencies, and it is probable that the ex-sex- 
ton will be compelled to substantiate the 
truth of his statements in a court of law. In 
conversation with the correspondent of the 
Sun to-day, Bilimire gave in detail the history 
of his experience, which is eubstantially as 
follows: 

On the night of his disappearance he had in 
bis possession about 83,0 belonging to the 
cbureb, which he had collected from members 
ofthe cengregation for pew rents. This 
money he took to a lodge meeting, and while 
there received a note informing bim that his 
brother bad been injured by a fall at Locust 
Point, was in a dying condition, and wished 
tosee him. Billmire saysthat he was also 
informed that a back was waitime at 
Barnum’s Hotel to take him to bis brother. 
He hurried to wherethe back was waiting, 
and what followed is best told in his own 
words: 

„J was accosted by aman who wished to 
know if Il was Mr. Bilimire. [told him that 
was my name. He said he had been waiting 
for some time for me, aud was glad I had 
come, 1 asked him how my brother was 
burt, and he told me ina very polite man- 
ner to step into the hack and he would tell

Point. I noticed, as I stepped in, that there 
was another man inside, and that the blind 
was down overtbe door. He gave orders to 
drive to Locust Point as fast as possible. He 
began to tell me how my brother was hurt, 
and said that when he left he was under the 
influerce of chloroform. Ile asked me if 
l did not detect the smel! 
of it on him. Tbis bappened on the lonely 
paito! the road after leaving Federal Hill go- 
ing to Locust Point. Lleaved forward as he 
he'd bis band out to smell, when the man be- 
side me bit me on my head with some heavy 
suppose a billy, and knocked 
me onthe opposite seat. I struggled and 
fon ght with great strengtb, aud was only 
overcome by a handkerchief thrown around 
my face. WhenTI revived I found myself on 
boaid a vessel, and upon examination dis- 
covered that [had been robbed of every ar- 
ticle of value on my person. After a while the 
cabin where I was lying was entered by a man 
who, in answer to questions, said that I bad 
been put onthe vessel, which was on Chesa- 
peake Bay. by my friends, who said 1 had 
Killed a man in Baltimore in a fight. After the 
vessel got out into the ocean | was taken with 
brain fever,and when I recovered! found 
tbat | was on board another vessel which had 
picked me up adrift in an open boat at sea. 
This was the ship Antioch, Capt. Weeks, 


bound for Hong Kong.” 


Billmire says that he was treated well by 
Capt. Weeks, who allowed him to help the 
steward do the cooking forthe ship’s crew. 
They reached Hong Kong on January 10, 1880, 
and, loading with rice, sailed for Victoria, 
British Columbia, where they arrived on June 
4th last, and Capt. Weeks furnished him witha 
suit of clothes. Hehad previously given him 
£5. He started from Victoria for San Frau- 
cisco, Where hearrivedon June tth. Four 
days after reaching Victoria he wrote to his 
wife in this city, giving a brief outline of his 
adventures, which substantially agrees with 
the above. 

Harry Billmire, ason of the missing man, 
while fsbing in Jones’ Falls last May, fell 
overboard aud was drowved before assistance 
could be rendered, and his death was un- 
known to his father until his arrival bere. 
He accounts for the length of: time between 
his landing in San Francisco and his arrival 
here by saying that he was penniless and com- 
pelled to work his way to Baltimore. Many 
members of the church credit Billmire’s 
story. Ile has a wife and five children liv- 
ing.

NEILSON'S DEATH. 


Details of the Actress’ Taking-Off in 
Paris, 
Paris Cable Dispatch to N. VY. Herald.1Sth. | 

Adelaide Neilson wil! no more delight us 
With ber grace and talent. All that is human 
of ber lies, or lay tilla few hours ago, atthe 
morgue, awaiting Christian burial. Her end 
was sad and strange,so strange that fora 
moment it had been whispered that she bad 
been poisoned. Twopersons were actually 
arrested on suspicion of complicity in the 
supposed crime. Despite the strenuous 
efforts made to hush up the whole affair I 
am now in possession of ali the facts connect- 
cd with the closing scemes of the dead 
artist's brilliant and wayward life. 

Miss Neilson arrived at the Hotel Conti - 
nental four or tive days ago, accompanied by 
her chaperone and companion, Mrs. Goodall, 
and by a certain jevne prenier not unknown 
in America, Whose position in relation to the 
fair actress is not clearly detined. Let us call 
bim ber secretary. On Saturday afternoon 
Miss Neilson, the gentleman and Mrs. Goodall 
took a hired carriage at tbe hotel and started 
fora drive in the Bois de Boulogne. On the 
way they dimed rather too well, it seems, at 
the Cafe de la Paix. On reaching the Bois, 
Miss Neilson foolishly took a glass of cold 


milk atthe Pre Catalan, and was soon 
after indisposed. At 4 o’clock 
she drove up to the Restaur- 


ant Du Chalet, feeling very ill, and asked to 
be shown toa private room. A couch was 
bastily improvised for her, and a doctor 
named Monier was brought from Passy. Dr. 
Mor ir applied some miid external remedies, 
which appeared to relieve her, but as they did 
not master the attack, a messenger was dis- 
patched forthe ordinary doctor attached to 
tae Hotel Coni nental, Dr. Gautillon by name. 
The latter used more vigorous remedies, and 
among others certain pills. What the pilis 
were is doubtful. The effect of them was to 
make the patient vomit profusely. When 
both the doctors left her she was feeling bet- 
ter. 

In the night, however, she was taken worse. 
Dr. Monier was again suaumoned and found 
her as at first be tbought, calm and—well, she 
wus dead. Already a certificate of death had 
been drawn up and signed by Dr. Gautilion, 
Stating that the decease was dueto dropsy of 
the heart. lu the morning the local authori- 
ties were informed, and Dr. Manuel, of 
Neuillv, was called in to attest the death. 
The suddenness and peculiar circumstances 
of Miss Neilson’s end awakened his sus- 
picions, and the body was removed to the 
morgue to be examined. Meanwhile, for pre- 
caution, Mrs. Goodall and the jeune premier, 


who bad not teft the Chalet, were ar- 
rested. or rather made prisoners on 
parole, being allowed to -eturn to 
their hotel. Tbe autopsy was made by Dr. 


brouardee in the morning at the morgue. I 
have not yet seen the medical report, but Dr. 
Gautillon informs me tiat be has just beard 
that it quite bears out his own statement. 
Till anythivg is proved tothe contrary then 
it must be taken for granted that Adelaide 
Neilson died of dropsy of the heart. To- night

A Brave Girl.

On the 3d of June last the ship Mathilde, 
Capt. R. H. Jones, sailed from Esquimalt, B. 
C., for Callao. Peru, with a cargo of lumber. 
On the 25d of June, off the coast of Mexico, 
the vessel encountered a hurrieane of such 
violence as to compel her abandonment, ina 
sinking condition, in mid-ocean. The oflicers 
and creW, seventeen in number, took to the 
boats. and, on the 16th of July, the boat, 
commanded by the mate, was picked up off 
Mazatiap by the Mexican gunboat Democrati- 
ca. The boat commanded by the captain, 
containing eight men and the captain’s young 
wife. parted company with the other one on 
the tth of July in agale off the island of 
Sorgeco, and has not been heard from since. 
It is believed that the captain effected 
u landing on the island, and the 
government bas been asked to send a revenue 
cutter to the relief of the party. George Ste- 
vens, the mate, says of the brave wife of Cap- 
tain Jones: Before closing this report I 
wish to speak of the captain’s brave wife. 
When all bands were called to man the pumps 
sbe was one of the first to respond, although 
the water was up to her neck on the deck, and 
when we had to take to the boats she cheered 
us all by ber brave words; amd during the 
time we were in company with the boat she 
would send us cheerful greetings from one 
boat to another. Poorlady! It is very dis- 
tressing that one so good, young and brave 
should be left to sucu a sad fate. She was 
only nineteen, and had been married only a 
few days when we sailed. Mrs. Jones, nee 
Miss Lulu MeNatte, formerly resided in Port 
Ludlow, Jefferson county, W. T., where she 
was married but a short time before the ship 
sailed on her voyage over the sea.

A Gautemalan Pompeil. 
| From the San Francisco Chronlele. 


The sudden eruption of the volcano de Fu- 
ego de Antiqua, near Hscuintia, Guatemala, 
was noticed in the Chronicle some time since. 
The same correspondent furnishes the follow- 
ing additional details: On June 30 last the 
volcano was smoking very heaviiy, but there 
were no flames. At6o’clock in the afternoon 
of the following day, however, flames could 
be noticed, and thirty minutes afterward 
large flames and immense rocks, some of 
which were estimated at between 100 and 200 
feetin diameter, began issuing, followed by 
streams of lava flowing down the sides. About 
this time a heavy rain came on, completely 
shutting the voleano out from view. On the 
next day the volcano was smoking heavily, 
and on July 3, at Zapote, a small town near 
the volcano, seventeen Indiau families were 
smothered in their beds. At half-past 5 
o’cleck in the afternoon of the nextday there 
was a large eruption, the ashes of which fell 
on the decks of the ships at Champerico, 
eighty miles away. The volcano seems to 
have subsided, as from July 5 to*July 12 the 
discharges of smoke and ashes were propor-

A STRANGE STORY.

How a Family Was Reunited After 
Years of Separation. 
| Pittsburg Special to the Chicazo Tribune. | 


A case of singular interest has just been de- 
veloped at Beaver Falls, Pa., a few miles west 
of Pittsburg. John Sims, professor of music, 
has resided there for the last four years. He 
was joined yesterday by his dauzhter, Mrs. 
James W. Bouk, of Ashland, Neb. Twenty- 
three years ago the Sims family followed the 
example of an uncle, George H. Walker, fand 
emigrated to St. Paul, Minn. Mrs. Bouk was 
then one year of age. After a residence at 
that place of a few months, the mother paid a 
visit to relatives at Lake Minnetonka, a sum- 
mer resort a few miles from St. Paul. While 
there a party, of which Mrs. Sims and her 
child were a part, took a sail on the lake. A 
storm came up and they were capsized. The 
party was rescued, but the chiid, now the 
woman who relates the story, was so 
young that she knows little of what 
took place. They were taken.to a hotel near 
a town called Excelsior. A paper published 
a statement that Mrs. Sims and daughter had 
both been drowned in the accident. The 
father read this and wenttothe lake to look 
for their bodies. Mrs. Sims in the meantime, 
knowing nothing of the misapprehension of 
her friends, went en to Keokuk to visit other 
friends. While there sbe, too, read an an- 
nouncement of the death of a Mr. Sims,whom 
she supposed was her husband. The uncle 
mentioned, who bad before this left St. Paul 
for Keokuk, pow also disappeared, leaving no 
word, wishing, as has since appeared, that 
his friends should know nothing of him until 
he succeeded in making the fortune after 
which he went to the West. krThus,“ in the 
language of the narrator, 'in a few short 
months a family had been separated to meet 
no more for twenty-three years.“ 

Mrs. Bouk tells the remainder of the story 
as follows: 'My uncle paid a visit tothe 
Centennial Exhibition iu 1876, and stopped 
in Allegheny City to ascertain whether he 
cou d find any trace of us. Some gentlemen 
told my uncle that he had seen Prof. Sims in 
the city only a few days ago. Impossible,“ 
suid my uncle, ‘for I read of his death.“ Nev- 
ertheless it was true. My uncle wrote a let - 
ter to father and received an answer, stating 
that his wife and child had been drowned. 
My uncle returned to Keokuk, but could not 
rest. He inserted an advertisement in a 
Chicago paper asking information regarding 
my grandmother and my aunt. Between the 
15th and the last of April, two years ago last 
spring, I was in my home at Ashland, Saund- 
ers county, Neb. felt an impulse to read 
the Chicago paper. The advertisement at- 
tracted my eye. I was excited and told my 
busband to answer it, as I could not. He did, 


and in a few days received an 
answer from my uncle stating 
that I Was not his niece, as she 


bud been drowned. I then wrote a letter to 
the effect that if he hud lost two fingers of 
one band, and—weil, I related circumstances 
that made proofs positive. In a few days my 
long-lost uncle was #t our house. The meet- 
ing can be imagined. Then folowed ex- 
planations, stating that my father was liv- 
ing and well at Beaver Falls, Pa. I wrote 
my father, but received an answer that I 
could not surely be his daughter, as she had 
been drowned twenty-three years ago. An- 
otber letter told him of Little Dallas,“ a 
dead brother, and of other circumstances 
which made a clear case. About three weeks 
ago I started for Beaver Falls to find my 
long-lost father. I have found him. I have 
been married several years. My busband is 
m the grain business in Nebrssks. My moth- 
er has been married twice but is now a 
widow. What tbe sequel will prove I will 
have to tell you at another time, as we do 
not know vet what our plans shail be.” 

The family is highly respectable and the 
story is no doubt strictly true, though savor- 
ing more of romance than reality.

ANCIENT ROME. 

To the ordinary student of history there 
has always been a fascination about ancient 
Rome. Unlike Pompeii, which is in reality 
an Italian city of cighteen hundred vears 
azo with the lid removed, one is unable to 
form an adequate idea of what life in the 
great teeming city of Rome was in the 
days of its power and glory. The glimpses 
that we get of its forum, its amphi- 
theater, its Pantheon and its Capi- 
tol furnish but a slight foundation on 
which to build and people the great 
complex city, throbbing with commerce 
and humanity in its various phases. Prof. 
Herbermann, of the New York City College, 
has recently published through the Har- 
pers an interesting essay on „Business 
Life in Ancient Rome.’’ According to his 
estimate the city contained, after the 
downfall of the Republic, a population of 
1,500,000. Of this number more than half 
were captives gathered in the wars with 
allthe world and were held in slavery. 
They were the real workers. Unlike the 
commercial cities of to-day, Rome 
had no communications save the 
paved roads. Her acqueducts were 
abundant, but had no 
canals. The market wagon, the builder’s 
dray and the chariot of state occasions 
were the principal vehicles which intruded 
upon the narrow streets, thronging with 
foot-passengers. Sidewalks were un- 
known, and remained so in many streets of 
Rome till within a decade, but the side- 
walk nuisance antedates the walk itself, as 
we learn from the vigorous efforts of an 
ancient municipal reformer to clear the 
streets of hucksters’ stands. It was 
Domitian who cleared the butchers’ stalls, 
barbers’ shops and restaurants out of the 
streets of Rome. The Romans lived for 
the most part on wheat and legumes, pork, 
fish, Wine and oil. They were not beef- 
eaters and their market quotations rank 
pork at six cents a pound and beef at only 
four. Wheat was 64 cents a bushel, salt 
$1, milk four cents a pint, eggs six cents 
adozeh. This indicates that the demand 
for beef was slight, while that for milk was 
considerable and illy met. The reason is 
obvious; cows and goats could not be kept 
in a densely populated city, and to bring in 
the milk from the suburbs by the slow ox 
teams ofthe farmers was but a poor way 
to mect the demand for a highly perishable 
article. On the other hand, swine were kept 
freely in the city, and scavenged its streets. 
Oil was used for butter, so that the bovine 
food products which piay so important a 
part in our modern diet were nearly dis- 
pensed with. Honey took the place of su- 
gar, and wine was the happy substitute for 
beer, whisky, brandy and all the modern dis- 
tillations, while water was abundantly pro- 
vided by aqueducts whose magnificent 
arches still span the plain. Tea and coffee 
were still undiscovered, although there was 
a flourishing silk trade with China. Fish 
were much eaten, and enormous sums were 
lavished on tish and game dainties by the 
wealthy and extravagant. A workingman's 
board cost him about $50 a year. 

One of the chief resources of wealth in 
Rome was the trafic in building stone and 
the manufacture of bricks. Some of the 
greatest fortunes were amassed in this 
way. The grain trade was immense. It was 
necessary to kecp a great stock on hand 
and itis estimated the granaries of the 
city had far more capacity than our modern 
elevators. One of these granaries had a 
circuit of three miles, being twice as large, 
says Herbermann, as the Grand Central 
Depot. The division of labor in some vo- 
cations was complete, in others primitive. 
There were five or six special divisions 
mong shoe-makers and tailors, bat the 
aker generally kept a mule to grind his 
wn wheat. There were retailers and 


she 


wholesalers or ‘negotiators,’ as now, and 


| 


| 


the latter traveled. over the whole 
world in search of bargains. The 
banking business became immense, and the 
Roman forum was lined with the bankers’ 
shops, where the capitalist sat to change 
the coin of Rome for the money of the 
world. Herbermann says that men of 
business were accustomed to pay debts by 
drawing checks on their bankers. This 
upsets a very well established theory that 
banking had its origin in Venice many 
years later. The Professor finds authority 
for the statement that there was an immense 
class of bill-brokers in the city, though such a 
thing as a bank of discount was unknown. 
The presumption is that the Hebrews, who 
had a powerful colony in Rome in the days 
of Paul, did the bulk of the money-lending 
and discounting. Some of the merchants 
amassed fortunes equal to eight and twelve 
millions of dollars. The commerce in 
slaves was a source of great revenue. Many 
of the shopkeepers displayed modern signs 
and such practical mottoes as Hail money 
getting“ and No loungers wanted.“ 


— — — — — 


Att accounts from Chicago agree that 
there never was such an organized conspira- 
cy to fleece and plunder innocent people 
as that which has this week reduced two 
hundred thousand Knights Templar excur- 
sionists to a condition of indigence border- 
ing on pauperism. The city seems to have 
been totally inadequate to the entertain- 
ment of a large crowd; but, worst of all, ev- 
ery hotel-keeper, boarding-house engineer, 
barber, bootblack, saloon-keeper and hack- 
man seems to have acted upon the prluci- 
ple that the strangers were brought there 
to be plucked. They did the business to 
the Queen’s taste. Meals in dirty restaur- 
ants that are sold in peaceful times for 
thirty ceats were worked up to seventy- 
five cents to strangers; bootblacks charged 
twenty cents for a shine; hackmen charged 
$5 an hour for the use of their ancient 
rattle-traps; hotel-keepers put up their 
prices one hundred per cent, and one St. 
Louis man was charged $1 for a shave and 
a dry shampoo. A St. Louis man may 
have a little more dust in his hairthan a 
rural citizen, but there are no circum- 
stances under which a shave and a head- 
rubbing ought to cost more than fifty 
cents. The parade of Knights was a 
failure, the competitive drill was a fizzle 
and the pyrotechnic display was more than 
a bore—all because the Chicago committees 
having matters in charge were unequal to 
the task. Thatthey were embarrassed by 
the demoralization produced by the greed 
and rapacity of those whose duty it was to 
entertain the public is quite apparent, but, 
making all allowances, the fraud seems to 
have been a premeditated one. Chicago 
has doubtless made a lot of money out of 
this swindle, but if the groaus and curses 
which ascend from suffering humanity in 
that quarter, in volume sufficient to pro- 
duce rain, can be said to count for any- 
thing, it will be many a day before they 
have another such haul of helpless suck- 
ers. 


A FEW people, representing the Green- 
back party of New York, assembled at 
Syracuse yesterday, nominated a ticket and 
formulated a declaration of profound prin- 
ciples. The first proposition laid down is 
to the effect that Land and air, light and 
water are free gifts of nature to all man- 
kind, and every person is entitled to 
enough of each of these to enable him to 
secure the necessary comforts of life.“ In 
the savage state this is undoubtedly true. 
The birds all have nests and they help 
themselves to whatever they require in the 
way of sustenance, but under the form of 
civilization into which mankind has drifted 
this free and equal distribution has not 
been found practicable. Owing to the 
abundance of water it has been found im- 
possible to establish ownership in it, but 
when the demand exceeds the.supply it 
readily sells for ten cents a glass. But for 
the difficulty of harnessing the sunlight 
capitalists would long ago have rented it 
out by the cubic foot to poor humanity. 
That it has a value and that ownership can 
be established in it was long ago proven by 
the First Presbyterian Church of Cincin- 
nati. This Christian corporation charged 
and coltected from the Chamber of Com- 
merce à large sum for the privilege of 
drawing sunlight through a window in a 
wall abutting the churchyard. It is very 
pretty to talk about the freedom of na- 
ture’s gifts, but all life in this world is 
regulated by the law which dooms the | 
weak and incapable to suffering. Among 
the birds and beasts, who live exclusively 
by nature’s laws, the principle of the sur- 
vival of the fittest is observed. The strong 
help themselves and the weak go hungry. 
In our civilization the strong and ra- 
pacious men help tfemselves to the good 
things andif the laws didn’t protect them 
in their possessions another set of people 
with strong muscles would do the same 
thing and maintain themselves by force. 


A CHINESE steamer, the Ho Chung, is 
expected shortly at the port of San Fran- 
cisco. Commercial circles in that section 
are disturbed, for the appearance of a 
vessel flying the yellow dragon would seem 
to indicate that China had concluded to 
take a hand in the carrying trade and had 
finally recognized the importance of 


leveling the wall wherewith she had at- 


tempted to exclude commerce. The fact is, 
however, that there is no significance in 
the coming of the Ho Chung. The Chinese 
Consul at San Franciico says that the 
steamer has been carrying laborers to Hon- 
olulu, and that, being in need of repairs, 
she will go to San Francisco for the pur- 
pose ofa general overhauling; that she 
will bring in a cargo of Hawaiian products, 
and after being repaired will take alot of 
Chinese passengers to their native land. 
The Consul concludes with the statement 
that the talk of China entering actively 
into the trade of the world is ‘‘exaggerated 
nonsense.“ This is probably true. The 
Mongolian learns slowly, and his preju- 
dices on the subject of worldly intercourse 
are not likely to be removed for some 
years. 


Ir seems that the coast of New England 
doesn’t enjoy a monopoly of the business 
of wrecking. The piratical instinct is as 
strong on the Lower Mississippi as it is on 
the confines of salt water, though there is 
no evidence to show that vessels are lured 
to destruction by false lights or by snags 
ingeniously set in the channel. About the 
last of July the steamboat City of Vicks. 
burg was sunk near Ashport, Tennessee. 
The wrecking boat Eckert was sent down 
to raise her cargo. The poor citizens in 
the nelghborhood, having no more regard 
for the rights and interests of strangers 
than if they had been born and bred in 
Chicago, have been carrying on a system- 
atic piracy in conjunction with the em- 
ployes of the wrecking company. As fast 
as goods were raised from the sunken 
steamer they were stolen and carried away 
in small boats. At last accounts the offi- 
cers in charge were being held under re- 


straint by the pirates, and an appeal had 


been made to the Governor of Tennessee 
for assistance. 


Tun World's Assembly of the Knights of 
Pythias will begin in St. Louis next Tues- 
day and contiaue four days. Although it 
is called a World’s Conclave the order does 
not extend beyond our shores, and the vis- 
iting delegations will be purely American. 
The Knights of Pythias had a beginning in 
Pennsylvania and have spread throughout 
every State in the Union. The lodges now 
aggregate seventy-five thousand and 
the order is one of the most formidable in 
the country. It is expected that there will 
be about fifteen thousand visiting Knights 
inthe city during the Conclave, and the 
parade, which will be participated in by 
various other local societies, will be one 
of the most imposing ever seen in St. 
Louis. Itis to be hoped that there will be 
no such mismanagement as characterized 
the late meeting of Knights Templar in 
Chicago. 


GEN. SAM. Cary is up in Maine causing 
the pine trees to sway in the atmospheric 
concussion caused by his oratory and 
metaphorically knocking the birds off the 
small bushes. We are not advised as to 
Gen. Cary’s ‘fracket’”’ this year, but pre- 
sume he is still devoting his attention to 
the elevation of the crushed and despised 
greenback. Gen. Cary is one of the few 
natural orators in thisland of eloquence. 
It has been claimed by him that one of his 
850 speeches is worth as much as the most 
finished efforts of the few favored states- 
men who receive $300 for shaking their 
tingers ominously at the destroyers of the 
country’s peace and scattering the multi- 
plication table like chaff from a ground- 
hog threshing-machine. There is proba- 
bly no professional patriot in the country 
who gives so much for the money as Cary.

tion committee. Mr. Davitt was not looking 


well. He complained of

LUCERNEHOF, LUCERNE, SWITZERLAND, 
July 31, 1880.—Wasit but one short week— 
ooly seven days ago, that I dated my let- 
er to vou from lovely Bellagio? It seems a 
month, atthe very least. These are strange, 
eventful days, in which so much of ground 
and experience is covered, and all one’s form- 
er notions of time and space seem quite lost 
in this rapid flitting through the Old World.

JAIL OR NO JAIL. 


The Notary Orders the Sheriff to 
Imprison Col. E. C. Cabell. 


- — 


That Official Refuses to Take Action 
at Present. 


Statements Made by Mr. Cabell. 


It was exactly quarter past 11 this morning 
when Notary Oldfield,accompanied by Attor- 
neys A.R. Taylor and M. McKeag, entered 
the Sheriff’s office with a voluminous-looking 
legal document. This was a 
„ greeting“ to Sheriff Finn from 
Notary Oidfield, wherein the latter dsclared 
that E. C. Cabell was in contempt for refus- 
ing to answer certain questions propounded 
to him inthe suit of Gundeker vs. E. C. Ca- 
bell and several other members 


of the Democratic Central Committee, and 
accordingly the notary adjudged and ordered 
‘‘that said E. C. Cabell be imprisoned in the 
city jail, thereto remain without bail until he 
consent to answer said questions.“ 

WILL THE SHERIFF EXECUTE IT? 

This document Mr. Taylor tendered to Mr. 
James Meaghan,who has charge of the serving 
processes of subpoenas, etc. Mr. Meeghan 
rested his head meditatively on his arm as he 
gazed on the formidable paper. He inquired 
the ‘*whvys” and *“twherefores” and shook his 
head sligbtlv. Messrs. Taylor and Mcheag ex- 
plained -that it was a notarial mandate to 
Sberiff Finn, with the bebest that he at once 
arrest the contumacious witness, Col. E. C. 
Cabell, whorefused to reply to certain inter- 
rogatolies in the suit now pending between 
Gundeker, Cabell and others. Mr. Meaghan 
said he would lay the writ before the Sherif, 
but would not issue it in his absence. 

Mr. Taylor - We deliver it here to the Sher- 
iff to be executed. Itender you all the money 
necessary to execute it. 

„Well,“ responded Meaghan, phiegmati- 
cally, “you leave it here; I will lay it before 
the Sheriff.“ 

„Sir,“ retorted Taylor, ‘‘the Sheriff is 
constructively here all the time.“ 

suppose so,“ was the quiet answer. 

Mr. Taylor and Notary Oldtied then depart- 
ed. Mr. W. T. Maginis of the Sneriff’s office 
here added to Mr. MeKeag: We would not 
do anything before Mr. Finn sees it. 

e desire to leave the money here to pay for 
it.“ remarked MeKeag. 

We would not take it before we decide to 
execute the writ,“ was Maginis’ reply. It 
is optional whetherthe Sheriff will execute it 
or not. 

McKeag—That is a question which we will 
have decided. 

Maginis then showed to McKeag the written 
opinion of E. T. Farish, the Sheriff’s attorney, 
which was dated October 30, 1878, and was 
addressed to Sheriff Finn. it ran: ‘*You 
are not bound to undertake service for at- 
tacbments issued by notaries.’ 

Mr. McKeag contended that that referred 
only to attachments, notcommitments. He 
then opened the statute book referring to 
section 389, regarding the Sheriff’s duties, 
and cited the part, And execute all pro- 
cesses brought to bim by legal au- 
thority.'“' Mekeag contended that the 
notary had authority to issue the writ and the 
Sheriff was the proper officer to whom to take 
it., 

Maginis said “ Well, it is a matter to be de- 
cided.’’?’ MeKeag answered: We leave the 
matter to,“ and departed. 

The following is the verbatim transcript of 
the notary’s committance of the examination 
of Mr. Cabell andthe questions he refused 
to answer and his statements: 

THE WHY AND WHEREFORE, 

Ile you been subphaaed? A.— es, 
ir. 

().—Now, I] will ask you, Senator Cabell, 
who of these co-defendants with you in this 
case were present atthose meetings’ A.—Mr.

I don’t believe that any of 
the members of the organization will 
object to my answering the question, and for 
the reason 1 have stated—not deeming it a 
proper question, I decline to answer it. 
().—Do you decline to answerthat question? 
A.—Yes, sir. It depends upon the action of 
the notary. One of my counsel may object to 
the question and let the notary decide it. 

Mr. McCarty (of counsel for defendants)— 
The position of the counsel is that the witness 
can answer or not, as his own judgment dic- 
tates. We have nothing to do with his own 
judgment as to whether or not he shall an- 
swer. He bas the right to refuse if he so 
chooses. The grounds of the objection, of 
course, are personal to himself. 
Witness—Mr. Notary, believing that these 
questions are asked purely from what] may 
calla putrescent prurience, and for no good 
purpose, and they are not material, I decline 
to answer them.

Fresh Air Mission Boat.

Seenes and Incidents of the Excursion— 
Happenings on Board Future 
Trips, Ete., Ete. 


The E. W. Cole went out onthe fresh air 
trip, loaded down almost to the water’s edge. 
“This is the kind of weather for which these 
trips were planned,” said Dr. Kingsley, as 
he stood on the gang plank taking tickets. 
„During a continued hot spell like this,“ 
continued the Doctor. nothing isJmore im- 
portant for children than a day’s fresh air. 
You will see the infantile mortality more than 
doubled this week as a result of this torrid 
spell.“ 

The levee this morning was about as hot as 
it bas been atany time durirg the last ten 
vears. The sun shone down the river, and 
upon the white paving stones of the wharf, 
reflecting the heat in such a manner that the 
breezes were bot and parching. Thermome- 
ters under cover down there showed very 
nearly 100 degrees at 9:30 this morning. 
There was very little work being done and 
the roustabouts had all sought the shade. 


The excursionists, many of whom had trav- 
eled miles, came on board looking fagged and 
wearied, and in many cases sick children had 
almost fainted away under the terrible heat. 
On board the boat the breeze was very re- 
freshing, proving an agreéable change from 
the suffocating condition of the citv. Many 
of the ladies who have been present on almost 
every occasion were deterred by the tropical 
weather, and were not on band this morning. 
Mrs. Ware, the secretary of the Mission, was 
on hand early, as usual, and immediately be- 
gan distributing the tickets for refreshments. 
Mrs. Ware was surprised at the number of 
well-dressed persons on board, who felt very

THE JOHNSON SHOOTING. 


Continuation of the Inquest by Coroner 
Auler. 


Coroner Auler this morning resumed his 
investigation iato the killing of William 
Jobnson. John H. Price testified that he 
kept the grocery store at No. 636 S. Fifth 
street. He knew the prisoner by sight for 
the last six months, and was 


acquainted with Jobnson for about eighteen 
months. Hewas eating supper when the first 
shot was fired, and heard two more shots 
shortly after. The three shots were fired in 
about fifteen seconds. About a minute after 
the shooting he saw Johnson standing in 
front of his open dining-room door. 
Jobnson said to witness: *‘lam shot; don’t 
ut me out.“ Witness grasped him, think- 
og be had shot some one, as he had a revol- 
ver in his hand, and was endeavoring to make 
his escape. Witness caught him bythe arm, 
and led him along the hall about three or four 
feet, when he dropped the revolver, and 
made a struggle. Johnson clutched the ban- 
nisters, and when witness received the 
assistance of Gus Davidson, whom he had 
called, they succeeded in getting him to the 
door, when some people onthe outside said 
notto put him out, as he would be shet. 
Witness then let bim thinking 
all the time Johnson 
was unbuit. In a short while he fell on his 
face. Witness was positive that Davidson 
had not pushed Johnson down the steps. He 
examined the revolver and found one cham- 
ber empty. Saw Seifried standing on the 
street about three houses north, striking his 
revolver against the curbing of the pave- 
ment. : 

EREDERICK k. TROTT
